Resolution  declaring  the  intent  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  to 
reimburse  certain  expenditures  from  proceeds  of  future  bonded  indebtedness;

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WHEREAS,  San  Francisco  has  a  demonstrated  commitment  to  supporting  the 
alternative  energy  industry  and  wants  to  establish  a  long-term  partnerships  with  Nanosolar;

WHEREAS,  San  Francisco's  Precautionary  Principle  Ordinance  (2003)  states  that 
every  San  Franciscan  has  an  equal  right  to  a  healthy  and  safe  environment,  and  that  the  duty 
to  enhance,  protect,  and  preserve  San  Francisco's  environment  rests  on  the  shoulders  of 
government,  residents,  citizen  groups,  and  businesses  alike;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  U.S.  EPA,  in  a  1987  nationwide  study,  identified  nearly  700 
chemicals  that  have  been  released  Into  the  environment  that  are  accumulating  in  human 
tissues;  and

forth  fully  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  four  parcels  in  the  proposed  Fillmore  Jazz  District  Community  Benefit 
District  have  combined  assessments  of  $28,999.72  for  fiscal  year  2006-2007  out  of  a  total  of 
$31 1 ,1 14  in  proposed  assessments  for  all  properties  in  the  district.  The  proposed 
assessments  on  City-owned  parcels  represents  approximately  9.32%  of  the  total 
assessments  for  the  first  year  of  the  district,  and  is  the  corresponding  weight  to  be  afforded  to 
the  City's  vote  to  approve  or  disapprove  the  proposed  assessments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  will  hold  a  public  hearing  on  August  15,  2006  to 
consider  public  testimony  on  the  proposed  formation  of  the  Fillmore  Jazz  District  Community 
Benefit  District,  the  levy  of  multi-year  assessments  on  real  property  located  in  the  proposed 
district,  and  assessment  ballot  proceedings  for  affected  property  owners  to  approve  or 
disapprove  the  assessments;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  property  owners  or  their  authorized  representatives  may  submit, 
withdraw  or  change  assessment  ballots  for  their  respective  properties  prior  to  the  close  of 
public  testimony  at  the  public  hearing;  and, 

WHEREAS,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  either  cast  the  assessment  ballots  to 
approve  or  disapprove  the  proposed  assessments  for  the  City-owned  parcels  that  would  be 
subject  to  assessment,  or  authorize  a  representative  to  submit  the  assessment  ballots  for

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WHEREAS,  At  the  August  15,  2006  public  hearing  the  Board  is  likely  to  receive  public

WHEREAS,  Lenders  for  Community  Development,  (the  "Corporation")  was  established 
in  1993,  and  is  a  nonprofit  public  benefit  corporation  organized  under  California's  Nonprofit 
Public  Benefit  Corporation  Law  for  the  following  charitable  purposes: 

1 .  To  establish  and  build  investment  funds  for  the  purpose  of  making  loans  and 
investments  in  small  businesses,  affordable  housing  projects,  and  community  facilities  in 
Santa  Clara  and  San  Mateo  Counties,  and  other  counties  as  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Corporation  (collectively,  "Government  Units"); 

2.  To  perform  outreach  activities  to  assess  and  evaluate  credit  needs  of  the 
communities  to  be  served  by  the  corporation;  and 

3.  To  perform  and  participate  in  community  development  activities  in  the 
communities  to  be  served  by  the  corporation;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  furtherance  of  its  charitable  purposes,  the  Corporation  finances 
affordable  housing,  provides  financial  tools  and  training  to  low-income  individuals,  families

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  the  Single  Room  Occupancy  Health, 
Stabilization  and  Safety  Task  Force  in  August  1999  in  response  to  a  rash  of  fires  that  resulted 
in  over  900  low  income,  single  room  occupancy  (SRO)  units  that  were  eliminated  from  the 
housing  market  due  to  fire  since  1988;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  order  to  prevent  further  loss  of  low  income  housing  and  to  enhance  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco's  Emergency  Response  system,  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
the  Mayor's  Office,  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Departments,  survivors  of  SRO  fires, 
the  American  Red  Cross  and  other  community-based  organizations  convened  to  formulate  a 
strategic  plan  of  action;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  coalition  began  meeting  in  February  of  1999  and  drafted  the 
"Emergency  Response  Policy  Coordinating  Committee  Report  to  the  San  Francisco  Board  of 
Supervisors;"  and 

WHEREAS,  One  of  the  policy  recommendations  of  the  report  urged  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Supervisors  to  create  a  Task  Force  comprised  of  survivors  of  SRO  fires,  community 
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based  organizations,  the  American  Red  Cross  and  various  City  departments  to  develop 
further  policy  recommendations;  and 

WHEREAS,  in  2001  the  Task  Force  expanded  its  focus  to  address  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  resolution  that  the  City  implement  the  recommendations  published  in  two  reports  ' 
by  the  Citywide  Families  in  SROs  Workgroup  which  addressed  the  detnmental  health  impacts  ' 
of  children  living  in  private  SROs  and  findings  from  its  census/survey  of  the  450  families  and  I 
760  children  living  in  private  SROs;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  SRO  Task  Force  has  been  in  existence  for  seven  years  and  has  been 
successful  in  improving,  coordinating  and  institutionalizing  the  City's  SRO  fire  response

Resolution  approving  the  issuance  and  sale  of  revenue  bonds  by  the  California 
Statewide  Communities  Development  Authority  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to 
exceed  $15,000,000  for  the  financing  of  the  acquisition,  construction,  improvement  and 
equipping  of  facilities  of  Lycee  Francaise  La  Perouse  and  certain  other  matters  relating 
thereto. 

WHEREAS,  Lycee  Francaise  La  Perouse,  a  California  nonprofit  public  benefit  corporation 
(the  "Corporation"),  has  requested  that  the  California  Statewide  Communities  Development 
Authority  (the  "Authority")  adopt  a  plan  of  financing.providing  for  the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds 
in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $15,000,000  (the  "Bonds")  to  finance  the 
acquisition,  construction  improvement  and  equipping  of  an  existing  facility  and  two  adjacent 
two-story  residences  located  at  1201  Ortega  Street  (between  19"^  and  20*  Avenues),  San 
Francisco,  California,  to  serve  as  a  school  facility  for  students  in  grades  6  through  12,  to  be 
owned  and  operated  by  the  Corporation  (the  "Project");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  is  a  member  of  the 
Authority  and  a  party  to  the  Authority's  Amended  and  Restated  Joint  Exercise  of  Powers 
Agreement,  dated  as  of  June  1,  1988  (the  "Agreement");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Issuance  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
and  execution  by  the  Authority  of  all  financing  documents  relating  thereto  to  which  the 
Authority  is  a  party  and  subject  to  the  sale  of  the  Bonds  by  the  Authority;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code")  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
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approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code,  after  a  public  hearing  held  following 
reasonable  public  notice;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  (the  "Board")  is  the  elected  legislative 
body  of  the  City  and  is  the  applicable  elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  issue 
within  the  meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Section  9  of  the  Agreement  requires  that  any  project  proposed  to  be 
financed  with  Authority  bonds  that  is  located  within  the  jurisdiction  of  one  of  the  Authority's 
members  must  receive  the  prior  approval  of  the  governing  body  of  such  member  or  such 
body's  duly  authorized  representative,  after  the  submission  of  the  project  sponsor's 
application  for  Authority  financing  to  such  governing  body;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Such  application  for  Authority  financing  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. l/S  I  -  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this 
resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Authority  has  requested  the  Board  to  approve  the  issuance  and  sale 
of  the  Bonds  in  order  to  satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  1 47(f)  of  the  Code 
and  Section  9  of  the  Agreement;  and, 

WHEREAS,  On  July  13,  2006,  the  City  caused  a  notice  to  appear  in  the  San  Francisco 
Examiner,  which  is  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  City,  stating  that  a  public  hearing 
with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Public 
Finance  on  July  28,  2006;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayors  Office  of  Public  Finance  held  the  public  hearing  described 
above  on  July  28,  2006,  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for  persons  to  comment  on  the 
issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  and  the  plan  of  financing  the  Project;  now,  therefore  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  hereby  finds  and  declares  the  above  recitals  are  true  and 
correct;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  Board  hereby  approves  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the 
Bonds  by  the  Authority.  It  is  the  purpose  and  intent  of  this  Board  that  this  Resolution 
constitutes  (i)  approval  of  the  Bonds  by  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located  in 
accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code  and  (ii)  approval  of  the  Project  and  the  issuance 
of  the  Bonds  therefor  by  the  governing  body  of  the  City  in  accordance  with  Section  9  of  the 
Agreement;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  approval  of  the  issuance  and  sale  of  the  Bonds  by 
the  City  is  neither  an  approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an 
approval  of  the  financial  structure  of  the  Bonds;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  adoption  of  this  Resolution  shall  not  obligate  (i)  the 
City  to  provide  financing  to  the  Borrower  for  the  acquisition,  rehabilitation  and  development  of 
the  Project  or  to  issue  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  such  financing;  or  (ii)  the  City,  or  any 
department  of  the  City,  to  approve  any  application  or  request  for,  or  take  any  other  action  in 
connection  with,  any  environmental,  General  Plan,  zoning  or  any  other  permit  or  other  action 
necessary  for  the  acquisition,  rehabilitation,  development  or  operation  of  the  Project;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and 
directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  and  to  execute  and  deliver  any  and  all 
documents  which  they  deem  necessary  or  advisable  in  order  to  carry  out,  give  effect  to  and 
comply  with  the  terms  and  intent  of  this  resolution  and  the  financing  transaction  authorized 
hereby;  and,  be  it 
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FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  this  resolution  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its 
adoption.

Resolution  establishing  a  property-based  business  improvement  district  to  be  l^nown 
as  the  "Fillmore  Jazz  District  Community  Benefit  District,"  ordering  the  levy  and 
collection  of  assessments  against  identified  parcels  of  real  property  located  in  that 
district  for  five  years,  commencing  with  fiscal  year  2006-2007,  and  making 
environmental  findings. 


WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  Property  and  Business  Improvement  Law  of  1994, 
California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  Sections  36600  ei  seq.  (the  "Act"),  as  augmented  by 
Article  15  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  {"Article  15"),  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  adopted  Resolution  No.  389-06  on  June  27,  2006,  entitled  '  Resolution  (1) 
declaring  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  establish  a  property-based  business 
improvement  district  (community  benefit  district)  to  be  known  as  the  "Fillmore  Jazz  Di.strict

WHEREAS,  The  public  interest,  convenience  and  necessity  require  the  establishnnent 
of  the  proposed  Fillmore  Jazz  District  Community  Benefit  District;  and, 

WHEREAS,  In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  property  within  the  District

RESOLVED,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  declares  as  follows: 

Section  1.    FINDING  OF  NO  MAJORITY  PROTEST.  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
hereby  finds  that  a  majority  protest  does  not  exist  as  defined  in  Section  4(e)  of  Article  XI I  ID  of 
the  California  Constitution  and  Section  53753  of  the  California  Government  Code  with  respect 
to  the  formation  of  Fillmore  Jazz  District  Community  Benefit  District.  All  objections  or  protests 
both  written  and  oral,  are  hereby  duly  overruled. 

Section  2.    ESTABLISHMENT  OF  DISTRICT.  Pursuant  to  the  Act  and  Article  1 5,  a 
property-based  business  improvement  district  designated  as  the  "Fillmore  Jazz  District 
Community  Benefit  District"  is  hereby  established. 

Section  3.    DESCRIPTION  OF  DISTRICT.  The  Fillmore  Jazz  District  Community 
Benefit  District  shall  include  parcels  of  real  property  within  the  district,  the  exterior  boundaries 
of  which  are  as  follows: 

Avery  Street:  from  Post  St.  to  Geary  Blvd.  (East  side  only); 

Eddy  Street:  from  Steiner  St.  to  Fillmore  St.  (including  the  parcels  on  the  Northeast  and 

Southeast  corners  of  the  intersection  of  Eddy  St.  and  Fillmore  St.); 
Fillmore  St.:  from  Post  St.  to  Golden  Gate  Ave.  (West  side  only  from  Post  St.  to  Geary  Blvd.); 
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Geary  Blvd.:  from  Steiner  St.  to  Webster  St.  (South  side  only  from  Fillmore  St.  to  Webster 
St.); 

Golden  Gate  Avenue;  from  Steiner  St.  to  Fillmore  St.  (North  side  only)(excluding  from 
West  to  East  the  4^^  5'^  and  6^^  parcels  along  the  North  side  of  Golden  Gate  Ave., 
Block  755,  Lots  3,  5  and  6,  and  including  the  parcel  on  the  Northeast  corner  of  the 
intersection  of  Fillmore  St.  and  Golden  Gate  Ave.,  Block  756,  Lot  14); 

O'Farrell  Street:  from  Steiner  St.  to  Fillmore  St.  (excluding  the  parcel  on  the  Southeast 
corner  of  the  intersection  of  Steiner  St.  and  O'Farrell  St.,  Block  726,  Lot  14A); 

Post  Street:  from  Avery  St.  to  Fillmore  St.  (South  side  only); 

Steiner  Street:  from  Golden  Gate  Ave.  to  Geary  Blvd.  (East  side  only)(excluding  the  parcel 

on  the  Southeast  corner  of  Steiner  St.  and  O'Farrell  St.,  and  the  two  parcels  on  Steiner 

St.  immediately  to  the  South,  Block  726.  Lots  13,  14  and  14A); 
Turk  Street:  from  Steiner  St.  to  Fillmore  St.  (including  the  parcel  on  the  Northeast  corner  of 

the  intersection  of  Fillmore  St.  and  Turk  St.,  Block  749,  Lot  9,  and  including  the  parcel 

on  the  Southeast  corner  of  the  intersection  of  Fillmore  St.  and  Turk  St.  extending  from 

Fillmore  St.  to  Webster  St.,  Block  756;  Lot  1 ); 
Webster  Street.:  Geary  Blvd.  To  Eddy  St.  (West  side  only)(excluding  the  parcels  on  the 

West  side  of  Webster  St.  that  are  South  of  southern  property  line  of  Block  725,  Lot  30, 

and  including  the  parcel  on  the  West  side  of  Webster  St.  on  the  South  side  of  Turk  St. 

extending  from  Webster  St.  to  Fillmore  St.,  Block  756,  Lot  1). 

Reference  should  be  made  to  the  detailed  map  and  the  list  of  parcels  identified  by 
Assessor  Parcel  Number  contained  in  the  Management  District  Plan  approved  by  the 
Resolution  of  Intention  in  order  to  determine  which  specific  parcels  are  included  in  the  District. 

Section  4.  FINDING  OF  BENEFIT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  considered  and 
approves  the  District  Assessment  Engineer's  Report  dated  June  27.  2006.  which  reflects  the 
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amendments  to  the  Management  District  Plan  required  bv  the  Resolution  of  Intention 
(Resolution  No.  389-06).  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  finds  that  the  parcels  of  real 
property  included  within  the  District  will  be  benefited  by  the  improvements  and  activities 
funded  by  the  assessments  proposed  to  be  levied. 

Section  5.    SYSTEM  OF  ASSESSMENTS,  (a)  An  assessment  will  be  levied 
annually  to  pay  for  the  activities  to  be  provided  within  the  District,  commencing  with  fiscal  year 
2006-2007,  and  continuing  for  five  years,  ending  with  fiscal  year  2010-201 1 .  For  purposes  of 
levying  and  collecting  assessments  within  the  District,  a  fiscal  year  shall  commence  on  each 
July  1st  and  end  on  the  following  June  30th. 

(b)  The  total  amount  of  the  proposed  assessments  to  be  levied  and  collected  for 
fiscal  year  2006-2007  shall  be  $31 1,114.  The  amount  of  assessments  to  be  levied  and 
collected  in  subsequent  fiscal  years  may  be  increased  annually  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  nonprofit  owners'  association  for  the  District  by  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  change  in  the 
Consumer  Price  Index  for  All  Urban  Consumers  in  the  San  Francisco-Oakland-San  Jose 
Consolidated  Metropolitan  Statistical  Area,  or  5  percent,  whichever  is  lower. 

(c)  The  method  and  basis  of  levying  and  collecting  the  assessment  shall  be  as  set 
forth  in  the  District  Management  Plan.  The  levy  of  the  assessments  shall  commence  with 
fiscal  year  2006-2007.  Each  year  the  assessment  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal 
installments  at  the  same  time  ad  valorem  property  taxes  are  due  and  payable.  The  first 
installment  shall  be  due  on  November  1  of  each  fiscal  year  during  the  life  of  the  District,  and 
shall  become  delinquent  on  December  10  of  that  fiscal  year.  The  second  installment  shall  be 
due  on  February  1  of  each  fiscal  year  during  the  life  of  the  District,  and  shall  become 
delinquent  on  April  1 0  of  that  fiscal  year.  Nonpayment  of  the  assessment  shall  have  the  same 
lien  priority  and  delinquent  payment  penalties  and  be  subject  to  the  same  enforcement 
procedures  and  remedies  as  the  ad  valorem  property  tax. 
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Section  6.    USE  OF  REVENUES.  The  property-related  services,  improvements  or 
activities  for  the  District  include  a  Sidewalk  Operations,  Beautification  and  Order  component, 
consisting  of  regular  sidewalk  and  gutter  sweeping,  periodic  sidewalk  steam  cleaning,  spot 
steam  cleaning  as  necessary,  safe  passage  programs  for  visitors  and  employees,  private 
security  services,  beautification,  decorations;  supplemental  trash  removal  in  the  public  rights 
of  way,  removal  of  bulky  items,  graffiti  removal,  installation  and  maintenance  of  banners 
and/or  decorations,  tree  and  plant  maintenance  and  planting,  equipment,  supplies,  tools, 
vehicle  maintenance  and  insurance,  salaries,  benefits,  payroll  expenses  related  to 
maintenance  staff  and  supervision,  and  maintenance  of  sidewalk  furnishings;  a  District 
Identity  and  Streetscape  Improvements/Marketing  and  Promotions  component,  consisting  of 
special  events,  marketing  and  promotions  strategies,  personnel  related  to  marketing  and 
promotions,  logo  development  and  web  site,  pedestrian  kiosks  and  way-finding  signage 
system,  public  space  planning  and  implementation,  farmer's  market,  walking  map,  advertising, 
historical  markers  and  public  art,  and  replacement  and  upgrading  of  street  furnishings;  an 
Administrative,  Organization  and  Corporate  Operations  component,  consisting  of  staff  and 
administrative  costs,  insurance,  office  related  expenses,  financial  reporting,  and 
communications;  and  a  Contingency  and  Reserve  component  for  delinquencies  due  to  non- 
payment of  assessments  by  property  owners;  hardship  contributions;  and  unallocated 
resen/es. 

The  above  improvements,  services  and  activities  will  be  funded  by  the  levy  of  the 
assessments.  The  revenue  from  the  levy  of  the  assessments  within  the  District  shall  not  be 
used  to  provide  improvements,  services  or  activities  outside  the  District  or  for  any  purpose 
other  than  the  purposes  specified  in  Board  of  Supervisors  Resolution  No.  389-06. 

Section  7.  AUTHORITY  TO  CONTRACT.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  may  authorize 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and  Workforce  development  to  contract  with  a  separate 
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private  entity  to  administer  tine  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  forth  in  Section  6. 
Any  sucii  entity  siiall  liold  \he  funds  it  receives  from  tiie  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
("City")  in  trust  for  tine  improvements,  services  and  activities  set  fortli  in  Section  6.  Any  entity 
that  iiolds  funds  in  trust  for  purposes  related  to  tlie  contract  shall,  at  no  expense  to  the  City, 
provide  an  annual  report  approved  by  a  Certified  Public  Accountant  of  all  such  funds.  The 
services  of  the  Certified  Public  Accountant  may  be  funded  from  assessment  proceeds  as  part 
of  the  general  administration  of  the  District.  At  all  times  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall 
reserve  full  rights  of  accounting  of  these  funds.  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Economic  and 
Workforce  Development  shall  be  the  City  agency  responsible  for  coordination  between  the 
City  and  the  District. 

Section  8.    AMENDMENTS.  The  properties  in  the  District  established  by  this 
resolution  shall  be  subject  to  any  amendments  to  the  Act  and  Article  15. 

Section  9.    RECORDATION  OF  NOTICE  AND  DIAGRAM.  The  Office  of  the 
Assessor-Recorder  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  record  a  notice  and  an  assessment 
diagram  pursuant  to  Section  36627  of  the  California  Streets  and  Highways  Code  following 
adoption  of  this  Resolution.

property  taxes  are  collected.  Each  lot  or  parcel  subject  to  the  assessment  that  is  exempt  from 
property  tax  shall  be  billed  in  any  reasonable  manner,  and  the  assessment  shall  be  due  and 
payable  as  provided  in  section  5  of  this  Resolution. 
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Section  11.  BASELINE  SERVICES.  To  ensure  that  assessment  revenues  from  the 
District  are  used  to  enhance  the  current  level  of  services  provided  by  the  City  within  the 
District,  the  establishment  of  the  District  will  not  affect  the  City's  policy  to  continue  to  provide 
the  same  level  of  service  to  the  areas  encompassed  by  the  District  as  it  provides  to  other 
similar  areas  of  the  City  for  the  duration  of  the  District,  provided,  however,  that  in  the  event  of 
a  significant  downturn  in  citywide  revenues,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  reduce  the  level  of 
municipal  services  citywide,  including  within  the  District.

2006.  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  061 149.  modifying  „t  he  Mgnaqenient  District  Plandated  June 
27.  2006.  to  provide  that  25%  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  nonprofit  Owners'  Association 
for  the  District  must  be  non-property  owning  rnerchants  within  the  District,  (Article  15.  Section 
1511  (f)  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  Tax  and  Regulations  Code)  and  25%  must  be  set 
aside  for  individuals  who  do  not  own  real  property  in  the  District  and  are  not  merchants  within 
the  District.

Resolution  authorizing  the  Department  of  the  Environment  to  enter  into  a  contract  for 
up  to  $10,709,302  with  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  ("PG&E")  to  implement  an 
Energy  Use  and  Demand  Reduction  Through  Energy  Efficiency  Program  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  On  December  9,  2003,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  adopted  the  Electricity 
Resource  Plan  ("Plan")  as  a  policy  guideline  to  be  used  in  proposing  and  implementing 
specific  actions;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  goals  of  the  Plan,  which  were  developed  through  public  comment 
include:  maximizing  energy  efficiency,  reducing  air  pollution  and  preventing  other 
environmental  impacts,  and  supporting  environmental  justice;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Plan  recommended  that  the  Department  of  the  Environment  pursue 
development  of  energy  conservation  programs  serving  the  private  sector  to  meet  or  exceed

WHEREAS,  The  Department  of  Environment  has  experience  implementing  energy 
efficiency  programs  such  as  the  Power  Savers  Program  that  saved  over  $3  million  in  annual

WHEREAS,  In  July  2003,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  unanimously  passed  Resolution

The  Co-Financial  Advisors  to  the  City  (the  "Co-Financial  Advisors"),  under  the 
direction  of  the  Director,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  to  be  printed  and 
mailed,  or  distributed  electronically,  to  prospective  bidders  or  purchasers,  as  appropriate,  for 
the  2006  Refunding  Bonds,  copies  of  the  2006  Preliminary  Official  Statement  and  the  final 
Official  Statement  relating  to  such  2006  Refunding  Bonds. 
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Section  3.  Modifications  to  Preliminary  Official  Statement.  The  Controller  is  further 
authorized,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  to  approve  and  make  such  changes, 
additions,  amendments  or  modifications  to  the  2006  Preliminary  Official  Statement  or  the  final 
Official  Statement  described  in  Section  2  as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  (provided  that 
such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications  shall  be  consistent  with  the  conditions 
set  forth  in  Section  1  of  the  2004  Resolution).

Resolution  expressing  support  for  California  State  Proposition  1C,  Housing  and 
Emergency  Shelter  Trust  Fund  Act  of  2006. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  residential  real  estate  market  is  one  of  the  most 
expensive  in  the  United  States.  In  May  2005,  the  California  Association  of  Realtors  reported 
that  the  median  priced  home  in  San  Francisco  was  $755,000.  This  is  18%  higher  than  the 
median  priced  home  one  year  earlier,  44%  higher  than  the  State  of  California  median,  and 
365%  higher  than  the  national  average;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  data  from  the  2003  American  Housing  Survey  some  80,000 
San  Franciscan  renter  households,  or  41  %,  pay  more  than  30%  of  their  gross  income  for  rent 
and  some  22,000  or  29%,  of  all  owners  pay  more  than  35%  of  their  gross  income  for  housing;

WHEREAS,  The  2004  Housing  Element  calls  for  an  increase  in  the  production  of  new 
affordable  housing  and  for  the  development  of  mixed  income  housing  to  achieve  social  and

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Planning  Department  reported  that  for  the  four-year 
period  between  2000  and  2004,  8,389  total  new  housing  units  were  built  in  San  Francisco.

WHEREAS,  The  Sharif  University  of  Technology  is  one  of  the  most  prominent 
technical,  engineering  and  scientific  universities  in  Iran;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  Friday,  August  2,  2006  the  Sharif  University  of  Technology 
Association,  known  as  SUTA,  held  its  fourth  annual  reunion  in  Santa  Clara;  and 

WHEREAS,  SUTA  is  a  non-profit,  non-religious,  non-political  organization  of 
academics,  scientists  and  engineers;  and 

WHEREAS,  At  least  a  dozen  members  of  SUTA  were  detained  at  San  Francisco 
International  Airport  and  denied  entry  to  the  United  States,  and  as  many  as  one  hundred 
members  of  SUTA  were  detained  across  the  country;  and 

WHEREAS,  All  of  the  SUTA  members  were  carrying  valid  visas  that  had  been

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WHEREAS,  In  the  current  global  climate  of  war  in  Iraq,  Israel,  Lebanon  and  Palestine, 
and  with  heightened  tensions  across  the  Middle  East  and  around  the  world,  the  United  States 
should  make  every  effort  to  welcome  and  encourage  cultural  exchange  between  the  U.S.  and 
reasonable,  educated  Iranians;  and 

WHEREAS,  Such  harassment  of  visitors  to  the  Untied  States  further  damages  our 
reputation  around  the  world  and  exasperates  relations  between  the  U.S.  and  Iran,  as  well  as 
the  rest  of  the  Muslim  world;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
demands  that  the  United  States  Department  of  State  investigate  and  report  on  why  so  many 
valid  visas  were  revoked  without  explanation  or  prior  warning;  and,  be  it 

FURTHER  RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  calls  for  the  U.S.  State 
Department  to  formally  apologize  to  any  members  of  SUTA  whose  visas  were  improperly 
revoked  and  reimburse  them  for  their  travel  expenses  and  inconvenience.

Resolution  urging  the  United  States  Department  of  State  to  condemn  the  Islamic 
Republic  of  Iran's  execution  by  stoning  of  Abbas  Hajizadeh  and  Mahboubeh 
Mohammadi  and  the  impending  execution  by  stoning  of  Ashraf  Koihari  and  Malak 
Ghorbany. 

WHEREAS,  In  May  of  2006  it  was  reported  that  Abbas  Hajizadeh  and  Mahboubeh 
Mohammadi  were  executed  by  stoning  for  committing  adultery  and  that  more  than  100 
members  of  the  Revolutionary  Guards  and  Bassij  Forces  participated  in  the  stoning;  and 

WHEREAS,  Ashraf  Koihari  and  Malak  Ghorbany  have  been  sentenced  to  death  by 
stoning  for  committing  adultery;  and 

WHEREAS,  Koihari  was  sentenced  to  15  years  imprisonment  for  participating  in  the 
murder  of  her  husband,  and  she  was  sentenced  to  execution  by  stoning  for  adultery  as  a 
married  woman;  and 

WHEREAS,  Koihari  had  an  extra-marital  affair  after  her  divorce  request  was  rejected 
by  the  court,  reportedly  on  the  basis  that  she  has  children;  and 

WHEREAS,  Koihari  is  a  37  year-old  mother  of  four  children,  and  Ghorbany  is  a  34 
year-old  mother  of  two  young  children;  and 

WHEREAS,  Article  83  of  the  Iranian  Penal  Code  states  that  the  penance  for  adultery 
by  a  married  woman  with  an  adult  man  is  execution  by  stoning;  and 

WHEREAS,  Article  72  of  the  Iranian  Penal  Code  and  Article  4  of  the  Implementation  of 
Execution  Law  state  that  if  a  person  confesses  to  adultery  and  repents  that  the  case  must  be 
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referred  to  the  Parole  Commission  and  that  the  Judge  can  ask  for  pardon  by  the  Supreme 
Leader;  and 

WHEREAS,  Ashraf  Kolhari  has  reportedly  written  to  Ayatollah  Shahroudi,  the  Head  of 
Judiciary,  asking  for  forgiveness,  but  there  has  been  no  report  on  Shahroudi  considering  the 
request  for  a  pardon;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  December  2002  Ayatollah  Shahroudi  issued  a  ruling  to  judges  ordering 
a  moratorium  on  execution  by  stoning,  yet  the  practice  has  continued  despite  the  Islamic 
Republic  of  Iran's  promise  to  ban  such  violent  and  inhumane  forms  of  punishment;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  United  Nations  Human  rights  Committee  has  made  clear  that  treating 
adultery  and  fornication  as  criminal  offenses  do  not  comply  with  international  human  rights 
standards;  and 

WHEREAS,  Iran  is  a  member  of  the  International  Covenant  on  Civil  and  Political 
Rights,  which  has  officially  called  for  the  banning  of  stoning  and  other  cruel  and  inhumane 
methods  of  execution;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has 
expressed  its  opposition  to  the  death  penalty  repeatedly,  including  endorsing  a  moratorium  on 
executions  in  the  United  States  in  Resolution  No.  632-00  and  a  moratorium  on  executions  in 
California  in  Resolution  No.  116-00;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  July  22,  2006,  the  Iranian  Embassy  in  France  announced  that  Malak 
Ghorbany's  case  is  being  re-evaluated  and  her  original  sentence  is  expected  to  be  revised; 
and 

WHEREAS,  That  the  Iranian  government  is  reconsidering  Ghorbany's  case  because  of 
international  pressure  has  proven  that  symbolic  statements  such  as  this  resolution  can  have  a 
concrete  impact;  now,  therefore,  be  it 
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RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco
